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An lrish Shipping Controller. 


We have advocated, without success, the 
appointment of a Food Controller for Ire 
land. His function would be the conser- 
vation and equitable distribution of our 
national food supplies. There is, however, 
another, and evén superior, necessity. 
sefore the food can be distributed it must 
be in the country, and most of it must come 
across the sea: we are paying dearly to- 
day for our long neglect of tillage. At 
present we import the bulk of our food 
supplies from, or through, Great Britain, 
and Great Britain imports large quantities 
of agricultural produce from Ireland. It 
would have been an Irish Food Controller's 
business to decide how much Irish produce, 
and what sorts of Irish produce, could be 
diverted, with safety and justice, to Eng- 
lish stomachs from our own. Apart from 
that consideration, it is now a matter of 
pressing importance to both countries that 
steamship and railway communications be- 
tween Great Britain and Ireland should 
be worked with the utmost efliciency—that 
it to say, with the irreducible minimum of 
overlapping and waste, the fullest use of 
existing facilities, and the speedy creation, 
wherever possible, of new facilities. We 
think that the time has come for the ap- 
pointment of an Irish Shipping Controller 
—or rather, since that term implies undue 
limitations, of a Director of Transportation 


tax our available shipping to the utter- 
most. All these food-stuffs will be badly 
needed in England and Scotland. They 
will pay for the imports—just as badly, if 
not worse, needed in Ireland—which the 
returning ships will carry to Irish har- 
bours. We are convinced that a unified 
control of Irish shipping and Irish rail- 
ways is required if congestion at the ports 
is not to result in delays of transport, 
inequalities of distribution, and much 
other loss of money and time. We suggest 
that the Government should appoint without 
further delay a Director of Transportation 
for Ireland. He should be an Irishman. 
He should be thoroughly conversant with 
Irish railway and shipping problems. He 
should have full powers under the Defence 
of the Realm Acts to distribute the traffic 
of various kinds, as the public welfare 
may demand, in the best and most ex- 
peditious way on the railways and through 
the different ports. Such a man might be 
trusted to hold the balance fairly between 
Irish and English interests: in any case,

Mr. Balfour's address to the House’ ol 
Representatives at Washington was in 
every sense a historic incident. It 
plain that he was sincerely 
pressed by the occasion, and we 
believe that there was in the assembly a 
stirring of emotion which transcended 
analysis as the shimmering of light 
through depths of atmosphere eludes the 
artist's flat canvas. There was much to 
justify emotion. Mr. Balfour presented 
himself to Congress as an old member of the 
British Parliament, and, hence, as the 
delegate of a democratic people—to Ameri- 
cans the “other” great. English-speaking 
democracy. The two Parliaments “ both re- 
present the great democratic principle to 
which we look forward as security for the 
peace of the world.” Mr. Balfour in his 
address followed the text set by the British 
Prime Minister when he declared that the 
advent of the United States into the war 
gave the final stamp and seal to the 
character of the conflict against military 
autocracy throughout the world. What is 
now happening on both of the 
Atlantic, Mr. Balfour said, represents the 
drawing tegether of great and free peoples 
for mutual protection against the agyres- 
sion of military despotism. It is-only a 
military despotism of the German type, he 
said later, than can through generations 
pursue steadily, unscru- 
pulously, and appallingly the object of 
dominating civilisation and mankind. 
Against that danger the free peoples of 
the western civilisation now fight side by 
side. The moment that finds them thus 
is one of the great moments in the history 
of the world. Such were Mr. Balfour's 
points, and his meeting with Congress was 
the solemn handclasp of the two great 
English-speaking peoples at this solemn 
hour.

THE DOG TAX. 


A correspondent writes>—The proposed ine 
crease in the dog licences in the United King- 
dom is not such an easy task as the Chancollor 
thinks, more especially as so many interests are 
concerned, and it is Likely to be a very centen- 
tious matter, though the objects it is intended 
to serve—an increase in revenue and a decline 
in the consumption of food—are very deserving 
ones. Neither in Ireland nor Great Britain is 
the tax a strictly Government one. In neither 
| country is the tax uniform, nor is it as or 
collected by the Revenue officials, and in both 
countries it is applied to different pbjecta. 

In England the duty is 7s. 6d. for every dog. 
The tax is charged and collected by the County 
Council officiala through the medium of the 
Post Office, and is solely applied to assist the 
local rates as @ local taxation subvention. 
Exemptions are alfowed generously to farmors 
and shepherds ‘who require dogs to carry on 
their business, but, with one or two exceptions, 
in no other instances. 

Ia Ireland the licence is only half-a-crown. 
The duty is collected by the Post Office, and for 
some mysterious reason the money is passed on 
to the elerks of the petty sessional or metro- 
politan districts, and the licence is issued b 
them. No exemptions are allowed in Ireland, 
and tha duty, which in round aumbers amounts 
to about £50,000 a year, is divided between the 
county and urban raetes—roughly, one-fourth 
going to this object, Another jon goes to 
the County Constabulary Metropolitan 
Police, as a eubvention to their Superanyguation 
Fund, about one-half goes to the “ Fines and 
Pees Fund,” and the balance in cost of collec- 
tion, ete. The duty in Ireland ig levied under 
an old Act, 28 and 29 Viec., oc. 50, which is 
certainly a remarkable piece of legislation. 
The owner of a dog must pay the tax at the 
Post Office during the month of March, de- 
scribing the age, sex, colour, and name of the 
dog. Pe dot must be six months old before 
hecoming liable to the tax. If the owner forgeta 
to renew his licence before the Sist March in 
any year, he can only do eo by informing the 
local police officer, with the request to summon 
him before the Justices at the Petty Sessions,

AGAINST HEAVY COUNTER- 

ATTACKS. 

The French have gained important successes 
in the region of the Aisne, On Satur: 
day they attacked the nose of the Lacon 
salient on its western as well as its 
southern edge. . On the former, south. 
east of Vauxaillon, they captured the 
German positions on a front of nearly 
four miles, and the simultaneous attack 
from the south drove the point of the 
German salient in as far as the Soissons- 
Laon road to the north of Nanteui!l Ia 
Fosse and Sancy. The enemy’s numerous 
counter-attacks were shattered with 
heavy loss. 

The other great, achievement was the cap: 
ture (somewhat to the east of the salient 
mentioned above) of the whole of the 
plateau marked by the Chemin des 
Dames from near Cerny to the east of 
Craonne. From the rocky crests of the 
plateau the French now command the 
valley of the Ailette and the forest of 
Vaucierc. 

Hardiy less noteworthy than these achieve- 
ments is the regular crushing by the 
French of the persistent attempts of the 
enemy to recover positions recently lost 
at Craonne, north-west of Rheims, and in 
Champagne, 

On the British front, the enemy has continued 
to deliver blow after blow against our 
troops, who have established themselves 
in a sector of the Hindenbarg tine east of 
Builecourt.

A successful minor operation was carried out 
by us south of the Souchez River, resulting in 
the capture of a section of the enemy's front 
line trench together with 34 prisoners.

Later reports show that the hostile attacks 
delivered against our troops in the Hindenburg 
line east of Bullecourt have been particularly 
severe. Considerable forees of the enemy have 
been thrown into the fight in this neighbour- 
hood, and after fierce and close fightmy have 
on each occasion been repulsed with Leavy 
loss. 

The enemy delivered two determined counter- 
attacks early this morning. in an endeavour 
to recover the section of his front line south of 
Seuchez River captured by us last night.

To-day a party of the enemy attempted to 
approach one of our posts south of Acheville, 
but was driven off. Another hostile party, 
which succeeded in reaching our trenches west 
of Hulluch during the night, was driven out 
with loss We had no casualties. 

We carried out a successful raid last night 
south-east of Loos. Jhere has been consider- 
able artillery activity on both sides during the 
day north of the Searpe iver. 

An encounter took place in the air yesterday 
between six British aeroplanes and from fifteen 
to twenty German machines a in 
different parties.

They were asked to 
abandon the demand for Home Kule or any 
form of self-covernment involving a continued 
connection with Great Britain, and to substitute 
a demand for sovereign independence, an Irish 
Republic, and complete separation from _ the 
British Empire. e only means suggested” to 
vindicate this large and far-reaching demand 
were, while recognising England in so far as to 
seek election to the British Parliament, and by 
so doing introducing the utmost possible 
amount of discord and disunion into the ranks 
of the Nationalists of Ireland, to abstain from 
Parliament, and, as a consequence, to leave 
that substantially important field of action en- 
tirely in possession of the enemy; to put all 
their money on gaining admission to the Pence 
Conference, and obtaining from that body a de- 
cision in favour of Ireland's claim to sovereign 
independence. The withdrawal of the Irish re- 
presentation from Parliament would involve the 
abandonment of all attempts to secure an 
equivalent grant for Irish education, any at- 
tempt to take advantage of the splendid oppor- 
tunity offered by the Corn Bill to revive land 
purchase and to push on the division of the 
grass ranches, and also all attempts to protect 
the varions Irish interests, so desperately 
threatened at that moment by the panicky con- 
dition of the Government. But for the prompt 
action of the Irish Party Ireland would have 
been left a month ago without a single potato 
for ita people. Among the complexjty of in- 
terests being attended to by the Party at the 
present time were the supplying of food for 
starving live stock in remote parts of the 
country, insisting on provision being made for 
| the rapidly increasing starvation in Dublin, 
| struggling to obtain some justice for the 
| licensed trade, brewery emplovés, and for those 
denendent on the great horse industry of Tre. 
land, now threatened with + utter ruin, and. 
finally, protecting the Trish farmer from the 
threatened imporition of the excess profits tax. 

CONSCRIPTION, 


If it were decided to withdraw the Irish 
members from Parliament all those interests 
would, of course, be cast on the scrap heap, and

ENCOUNTERS IN 
PETROGRAD. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S NOTE, 


AN EXPLANATION. 
(REUTER’S TELEGRAMS.) 
PETROGRAD, Farivar. 

Animation recommenced in the principal 
streets early this afternoon. As was the case 
yesterday, large crowds assembled, excitedly 
discussing the political situation and condemn- 
ing the provocative propaganda of M. Lenin, 
the Pacifist leader, and his supporters. Never- 
theless, perfect order prevailed until, towards 4 
o'clock, a demonstration hostile to the Govern- 
ment, in which the Leninists distinguished them- 
selves by anti-militarist eries, advanced by 
the Nevsky t in the direction of 
Morskaya street, which leads to the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs and the Government Palace, at 
the point where Sadovaya street crosses the 
Nevsky. A counter<demonstration was formed 
among the crowd, in which many soldiers took 
part, and endeavoured to seize the emblems car- 
ried by the Leninists. A collision ensued, in the 
course Of which shots were fired from the ranks 
of the adv@rsaries of the Government, some 
of whom were armed with rifles, and several 
supporters of the Government were killed or 
injured. The counter-demonstration succeeded 
in dispegsing the Leninists, and, swelled by 
fresh partisans, picketed the pavements and 
paraded along the Nevsky cheering for the 
Government. 

SaTURDAY. 

_At 9 o'clock yesterday evening another colli- 
sion took place on the Nevsky Prospect, be- 
tween sóidiers and workmen, supporters ot 
Lenin. | bout 3,000 of the latter joined a 
procession, headed by about 800 with  re- 
volvers, rifles, swords, and banners, with in- 
scriptions such as—“ Down with the Govern- 
ment,” “Down with the war.” A party of 
soldiers intervened, and some of the Lenin work- 
men fired. 


PUBLIC MEETINGS PROHIBITED. 


In consequence of disturbances which oe- 
curred yesterday in Petrograd, the Executive 
Committee of the Council of Workmen’s and 
Soldiers’ Delegates has decided unanimously to 
forbid all public meetings or demonstrations for 
the next two days; to regard as a traitor to 
the cause of the revolution anyone who shali 
incite others to take part in armed demonstra- 
tions, or who shall fire a shot, and to submit 
to an investigation by the Council of Work- 
mens and Soldiers’ Delegates the causes of the 
firing which took place yesterday in the streets 
of Petrograd.

The following is the text of the Provisional 
ares explanation of its Note of May 
St :—- 

In face of doubts which have arisen as to 
the interpretation of the Note addressed by the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs to the Allied 
Governments on May Ist, enclosing a copy of 
the text of the Provisional Government's pro- 
clamation of April 9th, as to Russia's war aims, 
the Provisional Government think it necessary 
to offer the following explanation -— 

(1) The Note was subjected to a long and de- 
tailed examination by the Provisional Govern- 
ment, and was unanimously epproved. 

(2.) It is obvious that the 
speaking of a decisive victory, has in 
view the solution of problems which 
were mentioned in the communication of April 
9, and which were thus specified: “The Go- 
vernment deems it to be its right and duty 
to declare now that free Russia does not aim 
at domination of other nations, at depriving 
them of their national patrimony, or at occupy- 
ing, by force, foreign territories: but that ite 
object is to establish a durable peace, on the 
basis of the rights of nations to decide their 
own destiny. The Russian nation does not lust 
after the strengthening of its power abroad at 
the expense of other nations. Its aim is not to 
subjugate or humiliate anyone. In the name of 
the higher principles of equity, the Russian 
people has broken the chains which fettered the 
Polish nation, but it will not suffer that its own 
country shall emerge from the great struggle 
humiliated or weakened in its vital forces." 

(3) Ime referring to the penalties and guaran- 
tees essential to a durable peace, the Provisional 
Government had in view the reduction of arma- 
ments, the establishment of international tribu- 
nals, ete. 

The explanation will be communicated by the” 
Minister for Foreign Affairs to the Ambassadors 
of the Allied Powers.

HAVOC OF THE HUNS AT RHEIMS.

The aged Archbishop, who is 84, and 
the Mayor of Rheims, Dr. Langlet, who is 75, 
remain in Rheims, which they have never left, 
and M. Lenoir, the Socialist Deputy for the 
constituency, is also there.
